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"Drama in the Galleries" of The Cleveland Museum of Art 

On two successive Sunday afternoons-February 19 and 26--lecture/performances 
will take place, from 3:00 to 4:30 pm, in the galleries at The Cleveland Museum of Art. 
Dr. Christa Carvajal, professor of theater history and criticism in the theater arts 
department of Case Western Reserve University, will lecture, and her theater students 
will perform. Discussions of their texts and of specific paintings in the galleries, along 
with brief social histories, will illuminate the literature, painting, and spirit of late 
Medieval and Renaissance art. 

All relate to the image of the Madonna. Three paintings will be focal: The 
Madonna of Humility with the Temptation of Eve, by Carlo da Camerino (Italian, active 
1396-ca. 1425); The Death of the Virgin, by Master of Heiligenkreuz (Austrian, ca. 1400); 
and The Coronation of the Virgin, by Fra Angelico (Italian, active 1417-1455). The texts 
include writings by the mystics, Meister Eckhardt and Catherine of Genoa, selections 
from Milton’s Paradise Lost, and poetry by George Herbert and Henry Vaughan. 

Dr. Carvajal’s lecture and the student performances will be followed by 
discussion, open to all. The sessions are free and the public is invited.
